Figure in 'Plot' Case 
Found Stricken in Car 

BISMARCK, N. D. (UPI)— 

David R. Kroman, An attorney 


who had promised to make dis- 
closures about the assassina- 
tion of President John F. Ken- 
nedy at a news conference to- 
night, was found today partial- 
ly paralyzed by an apparent 
epileptic seizure. 

Krotttan, 43, a- onetime law- 
yer for the Minnesota Insurance 
Department and ail unsuccess- 
ful independent democratic 
candidate for attorney general 
in he last Minnesota* election, 
is on trial in U.S. District Court 
here charged with fraud and 
conspiracy in the collapse of 
the American Allied Insurance 
Co., of St. Paul, Minn. 

Kromart had called a news 
conference for 7 p.m. today, 
saying he would fell of his pri- 
vate investigation into the as- 
sassination of Kennedy. 

It was not known what Kro- 
man. intended to say. A state 
highway patrolman found KrO- 
man in his - locked car at 4 
a.m. 24 miles east of Bismarck. 
Kroman was paralyzed and in- 
coherent, the policeman said. 

A loaded sliotgun was across 
the attorney’s knees. 

Kioman was taken' to a Bis- 
marck hospital, where a doc- 
tor said Kroman apparently 
had suffered an epileptic sei- 1 
zure 

At a hospital later, he said 
“the assassination is solved” 
and said he would reveal the 
name of Kennedy’s killer Within 
the next few days. ■ 

“Jim Garrison has most of 
it correct but not the whole 
story,” Kroman said. 

Kroman said his car Was 
forced off the road near Bis- 
marck early today by two cars 
“which picked me up about 80 
I miles west of Minneapolis” and 
followed him into North Da- 
kota.

Haggerty said the same 
security measures in effect al 
Shaws preliminary hearing

Haggerty, has said, he does not 
believe the Warren Commission 
report on the assassination can 
be admitted as evidence mainly 
' because the commission’s 
witnesses could not be cross- 
examined. 


He said his investigation of 
the assassination began in De- 
cember 196!) in a Miami bar 
“with a drunken Cuban blab- 
bing,” He said it had taken him 
to Dallas,, Miami, Key West, 
I^s Vegas, New, Orleans and 
Dallas. 


He said a government motion 
made today to revoke his $5,000 
bail was “an attempt to shut 
me up.” 


I SHAW CASE JUDGE 
HITS PUBLICITY 

NEW ORLEANS (API- 
Criminal District Court Judge 
Edward Haggerty Jr. today 
ordered the prosecution and 
defense in the Clay L. Shaw’s 
Kennedy assassination conspir- 
acy trial to refrain from pre-trial 
publicity. He told them to quit 
discussing evidence. 

The judge said at a hews 
conference he would invoke'the 
canons of professional ethics “to 
prevent the flow of prejudicial 
pre-trial publicity” from either 
Shaw’s attorneys or from Dist.
